Washington, March 1—Germany*« 
attempt to align Mexico and Japan 


in a hostile conspiracy against the 
United States has been frustrated. 
At the state department today it 
was intimated that so far as known 


the letter of Germany’s foreign sec­ 
retary, Zimmerman, the authenticity 


of which was vouched for by Pres­ 
ident Wilson personally today, never 
reached Mexico. 
In consequence it 
was never passed on to Japan. 
While the federal authorities ad­ 
mit that they are not positive that 
the document was held in this coun­ 
try, they had no reason to believe 
that it ever reached the German ihin- 
ister, Eckhardt at Mexico City. 
President 
Wilson 
informed 
the 
senate 
through 
Senator 
Swanson 
that t-lio declaration that Germany 
attempted a plot to bring Japan and 
Mexico into a conspiracy 
against 
the United 
States is 
substantially 
correct. 
The information 
from President 
Wilson followed the introduction of 
a resolution by Senator Lodge in­ 
quiring as to the correctness of the 
letter. 
Japanese Ambassador Sato denied 
knowledge 
of 
the 
implication 
of 
Japan in the Geman-American plot, 
but admitted that Germany had made 
such an attempt through Mexico. 
“Germany is very much mistaken 
if she thinks my country would com­ 
bine 
with Mexico 
and herself 
to 
make war against the United States,” 
he said. 
“In this I speak authori­ 
tatively for my country.” 
That the 
Japanese 
government 
would not consider any proposition 
suck as that advocated by Foraign 
Secretary Zimmerman in his Mexi- 
can-Japanese plot note was the con­ 
viction ( xpressed hv Secretary Lans­ 
ing today. 
Lansing authorized the following 
statement: 
“The department doe« not believe 
that Japan has had any knowledge 
of this or that she would consider 
ny proposition made by an enemy. 
“We have confidence that Mexico 
would not become a party to it in 
view of the friendly relations be­ 


tween this country and the de facto 
government.”

state department did admit that it 
has full evidence of the plot; 
that 
the Zimmerman 
note had reached

minister at Mexico. 
Doubt was ex­ 
pressed that General Carranza him­ 
self had ever seen the communication 
or been informed of its contents ow­ 
ing to the fact that the plot was not 
actually to take form except in the 
event #of actual hostilities between 
the I nited States and Germany. 


Japanese Ambassador Sato was 
called to the department yesterday 
and told of the information 
which 
had been secured as to the threaten­ 
ed plot. 


The document outlining Germany’s

"Germany is very much mistaken 


if she thinks my country would com- 
bine 
with Mexico and herself 
to 


make war against the United States," 
he said. "In this I speak authori- 
tatively for my country." 


That the 
Japanese 
government 


would not consider any proposition 
such as that advocated by Foraign 
Secretary Zimmerman in his Mexi- 
can-Japanese plot note was the con- 
viction expressed by Secretary Lans- 
ing today. 


Lansing authorized the following 


statement: 


"The department does not believe 


that Japan has had any knowledge 
of this or that she would consider 


. «y proposition made by an enemy. 


"We,have .confidence that Mexico 


: •would, not become a party to it in 


twoen this country and the de facto 
government." 


While withholding discussion of 


the sources of the government's in- 
formation on the German plot, lest 
"someone's life be endangered," the 
state department did admit that it 
has full evidence bf~"the;plot; that 
the Zimmerman note had reached. 
Ambassador Von Bernstorff here and 
that it had also reached the German 
minister at Mexico. Doubt was ex- 
pressed that General Carranza him- 
self had ever seen the 'communication 
or been informed of its contents ow- 
ing to the fact that the plot was not 
actually to take form except in the 
event .of actual hostilities between 
the United States and Germany. 


Japanese Ambassador Sato was 


called to the department yesterday 
and told of the information
